The Birth Pains of 
Revival 


It was at Bethlehem that Mary first realized that she 
was going into labor. Evening was fast approaching, 
and Joseph had to quickly find an appropriate place 
for Mary to give birth. He was turned away at one 
inn after another, as Mary's birth pains grew 
stronger and closer together. Luke 2:6-7 says, "The 
time came for the baby to be born, and she gave 
birth to her firstborn, a son. She wrapped him in 
swaddling cloths and placed him in a manger, be- 
cause there was no room for them in the inn." Re- 
member, there was nothing extraordinary about 
Joseph and Mary to warrant them any special con- 
sideration from Bethlehem’s inn keepers. They were 
just humble and unassuming strangers without 
wealth or influence. 


They were finally forced to bed down in a damp 
and musty cave or stable where the livestock were 
fed. It was here that Mary was hidden away to 
bravely push and travail until the presence of Jesus 
broke forth into the world. Have you ever noticed 
how most babies seem to be born in the middle of 
the night? This was the case with Mary. While oth- 
ers were comfortably sleeping, she was pushing and 
crying out in pain in obedience to her God! The final 
fruits of revival shine brightly, while the pains of 
travailing prayer usually go unnoticed in obscure 
and hidden places. In John 16:21, Jesus Himself said, 
"A woman when she is in travail has sorrow, be- 
cause her hour is come; but as soon as she is deliv- 
ered of the child, she remembers no more the an- 
guish, for joy that a man is born into the world." 
There are many who want the joy of revival with- 
out the sorrow of travail. God's chosen revival 
instruments have always embraced both. 


This is still God's sign for us today who are looking 
for the birthplace of true revival. All the great re- 
vivals of the past have been birthed in much the 
same way. The First Great Awakening was power- 
fully birthed in the open fields of England, as 
Whitefield and Wesley preached to the lowly coal 
miners. The Second Great Awakening started in a 
simple country church and went on to have its 
most powerful effects among the common frontier 
people who gathered in the woods of Kentucky. Of 
the Third Great Awakening, J. Edwin Orr wrote, "It 
was no man's monument." This Awakening could 
not be traced to the influence of any one particular 
evangelist or organization. The revival was miracu- 


lously born in the hungry hearts of thousands of 
humble and praying people. 


As I said before, the question is no longer if revival 
will come, but rather through whom will revival 
come? Where are the humble and broken people 
who will allow God to birth a mighty visitation 
through them? Where are the ones who are willing 
to empty themselves of their own agendas and 
plans in order to become pregnant with God's vision 
for revival? Yield to the Spirit and give Him per- 
mission to ache, weep and pray through you! Hum- 
ble yourself and repent of ANYTHING that would 
hinder or quench the Spirit of revival! Ask the Lord 
to let you feel what He feels about the state of the 
Church and the world.

1. The first step in seeking the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, is to have a clear knowledge of the new 
birth in our souls, which is the first work of grace 
and brings everlasting life to our souls. "Therefore, 
being justified by faith, we have peace with God." 
Every one of us that repents of our sins and turns to 
the Lord Jesus with faith in Him, receives forgive- 
ness of sins. Justification and regeneration are simul- 
taneous. The pardoned sinner becomes a child of 
God in justification. 


2. The next step for us, is to have a clear knowledge, 
by the Holy Spirit, of the second work of grace 
wrought in our hearts by the power of the blood 
and the Holy Ghost. "For by one offering, He hath 
perfected forever them that are sanctified, whereof 
the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us" (Heb. 10: 14, 
15). The Scripture also teaches, "For both He that 
sanctifieth and they who are sanctified are all of one; 
for which cause He is not ashamed to call them 
brethren" (Heb. 2:11). So we have Christ crowned 
and enthroned in our heart, "the tree of life." We 
have the brooks and streams of salvation flowing in 
our souls, but praise God, we can have the rivers.

For the Lord Jesus says, "He that believeth on me as 
the Scripture hath said, out of his innermost being 
shall flow rivers of living water. This spake He of 
the Spirit, for the Holy Ghost was not yet given." 
But, praise our God, He is now given and being 
poured out upon all flesh. All races, nations and 
tongues are receiving the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost and fire, according to the prophecy of Joel. 


3. When we have a clear knowledge of justification 
and sanctification, through the precious blood of 
Jesus Christ in our hearts, then we can be a recipient 
of the baptism with the Holy Ghost. Many people 
today are sanctified, cleansed from all sin and per- 
fectly consecrated to God, but they have never 
obeyed the Lord according to Acts 1, 4, 5, 8 and 
Luke 24: 39, for their real personal Pentecost, the 
enduement of power for service and work and for 
sealing unto the day of redemption. The baptism 
with the Holy Ghost is a free gift without repen- 
tance upon the sanctified, cleansed vessel. "Now He 
which stablisheth us with you in Christ, and hath 
anointed us, is God, who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts" (2 Cor. 
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1: 21-22). I praise our God for the sealing of the Holy 
Spirit unto the day of redemption. 


Dearly beloved, the only people that will meet our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ and go with Him into 
the marriage supper of the Lamb, are the wise vir- 

gins—not only saved and sanctified but filled. 


William J. Seymour (1870-1922). Blind in 
one eye yet in possession of remarkable 
vision, William Seymour was a man few 
believers are aware of. The son of ex-slaves 
but a passionate believer of racial integra- 
tion, Seymour led the Azusa Street Revival 
in Los Angeles in 1906, credited for launch- 
ing the twentieth-century American Pente- 
costal movement and several denomina- 
tions. Seymour published the “Apostolic 
Faith” newspaper with over 50,000 circula- 
tion. Some say he died from a "broken 
heart." Faithful to the end, his last words 
were "I love my Jesus so.”

That same Christ whose di- 
vinity you are denying, not that you have any rea- 
son for denying it, but simply you don't want to 
have to believe it and want comfort in your sin-that 
same Christ whom you are trampling under foot 
will sit as Judge in that day. That will be a very dark 
day for some people. 


The issues of the judgment day will be eternal. They 
will be either eternal joy and life and glory, or eter- 
nal death, eternal darkness, eternal despair and 
eternal shame. Oh! men and women, I would that I 
had it in my power to-night so to picture to you that 
great judgment day that every man and woman in 
this audience, would go out from here with the 
judgment day of Christ before them as a great real- 
ity; but it surpasses my power. There is the judg- 
ment, throne; its blazing glory, its overwhelming 
splendor. I cannot describe. There is the Christ 
upon the throne. His face shining with a glory 
above the glory of the Noonday sun, His eyes like 
flames of fire piercing men through and through. 
And there you stand before that awful judgment 
bar, the eyes of Christ upon you like a flame of fire, 
piercing you through and through, your whole life 
laid bare and your secret thoughts revealed.

Held evangelistic meetings around 
the world with song leader Charlie Alexan- 
der. Called by D.L. Moody to head the Bible 
Institute of the Chicago Evangelization Soci- 
ety (now Moody Bible Institute); Dean of 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles; pastorates 
included Chicago Avenue Church (now 
Moody Memorial Church) and Church of 
the Open Door, Los Angeles. Wrote more 
than forty books. He spoke much on the 
Spirit Baptism before it was coined in Pente- 
costal circles..

The Power of the revival in South Wales is not of 
men, but of God. He has been close to us and has 
shown us the way. There is no question of creed or 
of dogma in this movement. The work that is being 
done has the support, I believe, of all Christian peo- 
ple and Christian churches in our country. I have 
merely preached the religion of Jesus Christ as I 
myself have experienced it. 


God has “made me glad,” and I am showing others 
the great joy of serving Him, a joy so great and so 
wonderful that I shall never be able to express it in 
its completeness. We are teaching no sectarian doc- 
trine, only the wonder and the beauty of Christ’s 
love, the love of man for Him, and the love of man 
for man. I am not the source of this revival. I am 


only one agent in what is growing to be a multitude. 


Iam not moving men’s hearts and changing men’s 
lives; not I, but “God worketh in me.” I have found 
what is, in my belief, the highest kind of Christian- 
ity. I desire to give my life, which is all I have to 
give, to helping others to find it also. Many have 
already found it, thank God, and many more are 
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finding it through them. 


I believe that the world is upon the threshold of a 
great religious revival, and I pray daily that I may 
be allowed to help bring this about. I beseech all 
those who confess Christ to ask Him to-day, upon 
their knees, if He has not some work for them to do 
now. He will lead them all as He has led us. He will 
make them pillars of smoke by day and pillars of 
fire by night to guide all men to Him. 


Wonderful things have happened in Wales in a few 
weeks, but these are only a beginning. The world 
will be swept by His Spirit as by a rushing, mighty 
wind. Many who are now silent Christians, nega- 
tive Christians, Christians whose belief means little 
to them and nothing to anyone else, will lead in the 
movement. Groping, hesitating, half-hearted Chris- 
tians will see a great Light and will reflect this 
Light to thousands of those in utter darkness. The 
whole world will hear His message of “peace, 
good-will toward men,” and listening, will be 
blessed. Thousands upon thousands will do more 


than we have accomplished, as God gives them 
power. This is my earnest faith, if the churches will 
but learn the great lesson of obedience to the voice 
of the Holy Spirit. Obedience! Obedience!! Obedi- 
ence!!!. 


Evan Roberts (1878-1951). The seeds of 
revival are always nurtured in the hearts of 
the humble. And so it was with the great 
Welsh Revival of 1904. It was in a young 
coal miner named Evan Roberts that God 
imparted a burning vision for spiritual re- 
vival. Though only 26 years old, Evan Rob- 
erts had no time for youthful entertainment 
and pleasure. "Day and night without ceas- 
ing, he prayed, wept and sighed for a great 
spiritual awakening. He was the leading 
fiture of this revival that lasted 2 years and 
then went into obscurity for the rest of his 
life but Oh we will never forget those days.

6. Our Faithfulness - I kept nothing back that was 
profitable unto you, and have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of God. 


7. Our Self-Denial for the Sake of the Gospel - Ihave 
coveted no man's silver or gold or apparel: yea,

these hands have ministered unto mine own neces- 
sities, and to them that were with me, remembering 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, ‘It is more 
blessed to give than to receive.’ 


8. Our Patience and Perseverence - None of these 
things move me, neither count I my life dear unto 
me, so that I might finish my course with joy, and 
the ministry which I have received of the Lord 
Jesus. 


9. Our Prayerfulness - I commend you to God, and 
to the word of his grace, which is able to build you 
up, and to give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified. 


10. Our Purity of Conscience - Wherefore I take you 
to record this day, that I am pure from the blood of 
all men. 


Write all this upon your hearts, and it will do your- 
selves and the Church more good than twenty 
years’ study of those lower things, which, though 


they might get you greater applause in the world, 
yet, if separated from these, they will make you but 
"sounding brass and tinkling cymbal."". 


Richard Baxter (1615-1691). was an English 
Puritan church leader, divine scholar and 
controversialist, called by Dean Stanley "the 
chief of English Protestant Schoolmen". He 
is famous for writing the book the “Re- 
formed Pastor.” That is read by pastors and 
lay-people worldwide from all different 
denominational backgrounds. Baxter 
walked as a giant amongst men speaking 
forth the divine oracles of God. His piety, 
holiness and life are still today a en-sample 
to us as we continue onwards to that heav- 
enly city not loving this present world.. 
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“The men that will change the 
colleges and seminaries here 
represented are the men that 
will spend the most time 
alone with God...It takes time 
for the fires to burn. It takes 
time for God to draw near 
and for us to know that He is 
there. It takes time to assimi- 
late His truth. You ask me, 
How much time? I do not 
know. I know it means time 
enough to forget time.” 


“The invasion of the Church 
by the world is a menace to 
the extension of Christ's 
Kingdom. In all ages con- 
formity to the world by 
Christians has resulted in 
lack of spiritual life and a 
consequent lack of spiritual 
vision and enterprise. A 
secularized or self-centered 
Church can never evangelize 
the world.”
